Investigation of

but was rejected because of physi- 
cal disability. He denied emphati- 
cally that he had participated in 
any of the thefts of gasoline ra- 
tion stamps from cars in Dixon. 


When State's Attorney 
Pires 


took over the examination. Shores 
testified 
that he borrowed $25 


from Gene Fcrger, which the lat- 
ter secured in the James pool room 
robbery and that he knew where 
the money came from. He also told 
of purchasing a radio from Ferger 
for 55, and stated that with the 
money, he and Ferger went to Chi- 
cago. 
During 
the 
questioning. 


Shores stated that Ferger pos- 
sessed a .,'J2 caliber revolver and 
that he carried it on the night of 
the breaking into the Dome roller 
rink. 


Suggested Frccport Trip 


Shore admitted that he suggest- 


ed the trip to Freeport to rob the 
two business houses and related 
that screens were removed from 
two other grocery stores with the 
intent to commit robberies, but 
stated that they were frightened 
away.

"Corky" Hoff from Forreston to 
Freeport. then back to Sterling on 
the night of the three robberies.

on, Shores admitted having been

ing been finger-printed in Coun- 
cil. Bluffs. Iowa.

"Military Health Measures." 


Mrs. Moore gave an interesting 


and instructive talk in which she 
stressed the tremendous 
strides 


made in medical history 
since 


World War I. adding that a new 
type of weapon may play an im- 
portant part in winning the war. 
She named the new medical weap- 
ons as drugs, devices and tech- 
niques. The sulfanilamides, peni- 
cillin, bottled and dried blood, and 
anesthetics used in treatment of 
the wounded and disabled army 
men, 
safeguard and save their 


lives. 


She also mentioned the speed in 


getting our men to the hospitals 
as being important, as are toxoids 
for tetanus and inoculations for 
yellow fever. 
In facial injuries, 


she said, doctors and dentists often 
have to collaborate. The favorite 
anesthetic is the intravenous type 
as it takes effect quickly; leaves 
no after effects. 


Mrs. Moore told of how an in- 


telligence service in the medical 
department collects data where 
troops are to be sent and secures 
information as to diseases peculiar 
to each region. Then proper steps 
may be taken to safeguard the 
men to be sent to that area. Psy- 
chiatry and rehabilitation are also 
features of the safeguarding of 
men after they return from a pe- 
riod of sendee. The story of the 
medical corps should be spread 
m o r e widely, commented the 
speaker, for it is one of the most 
comforting things that can be told 
parents and wives of the fighting 
men. 


Mrs. Moore said that the aviator 


is no doubt the heroic symbol of 
our age and we find ourselves re- 
verting to hero worship for him 
and his achievements. It is said 
that without aviation medicine, 
modern military flying would be 
virtually impossible.

Demobilizing Bureaucracy 
"We must pay just as much at- 


tention to demobilizing the j 
reaucrats as we do to demobiliz- 
ing the Army or Navy," said Sen. 
Arthur Vandenberg in a recent 
radio address. 


The Michigan senator wasn't 


just making another Republican 
speech about a Democratic ad- 
ministration. 
He admitted that 


the war had made bureaucracy in- 
evitable; that generally it had 
been handled 
well; that many 


controls must remain after victory 
as insurance 
against 
economic 


collapse. 


At the same time Mr. Vanden- 


berg cited the potential danger in 
a body of some 4,000 executive 
decrees which have the force of 
law, but not the background of 
open debate and 
voting of our 


law-making process. He warned 
of the tenacity of a bureaucracy, 
which might seek to perpetuate 
itself. 


Certainly an expensive govern- 


ment payroll of more than 3,000.- 
000 civilians is as foreign to our 
needs and traditions as an armed 
force of 10,000,000, however neces- 
sary both may be now. But there's 
a difference between the two 
groups: unlike most of the mil- 
lions in the armed forces, the ci- 
vilian army may not be anxious 
to go home. 


So it seems logical that Mr. 


Vandenberg's proposed demobili- 
zation of the bureaucrats might 
also include a rehabilitation pro- 
gram. Some 
occupant* of top 


drawers in our Washington bu- 
reaus may need it before they are 
reconciled to returning to private 
life. 
,'Washington has a considerable 
number of young men who came 
to the bureaus straight out of col- 
lege, or from the early beginning 
of a business or professional ca- 
reer. Many of them are bright 
young men. representing a pos- 
sible source of national leadership 
in the coming postwar decade. 


But their- first experience with 


government has been- 'in an un- 
natural atmosphere. 
They have 


had too much authority over the 
lives and livelihoods of their fel- 
low citizens, with a minimum of 
responsibility. 
There has been 


too little to remind them that 
they are public servants. 


Many wartime directives 
and 


decisions tracing from the young 
men in the alphabetical agencies 
reveal that they mistook ultimate 
authority for ultimate "knowledge. 
They have made confusing and 
unworkable 
attempts to force
